APE MAN DENIES 
HE KILLED BOYS 
AT MURDER FARM 


Northcott Says He Made 
No Confession to Mur- 
der of Mexican Youth; 
Cites Lack of Bodies. 


Los Angeles, November 30. —(P)— 
Arraigned on one charge of murder 
and awaiting arraignment on three 
more, Gordon Stewart Northcott, 21- 
year-old “Riverside chicken rancher, 
denied from his jail cell here this aft- 
ernoon that he had confessed, as of- 
ficers announced, that he had killed 
an unidentified Mexican boy after 
abusing him. 

Northcott was brought here today 
by Los Angeles and Riverside coun- 
ty officers from Vancouver,.B. C.. 
after a long delay due to extradition 
red tape. Earle Redwine, deputy dis 
trict attorney, of Riverside « unty, 


told newspaper men this morning that, 


Northeott had “partly confessed” to 
him on the trip. Confronted by news- 
papermen Northcott emphatically dle- 


nied this. 

In four indictments Northcott 
accused of murdering as many boys. 
Three of the indictments were return 
ed in Riverside county and one in 
Los Angeles county. The Los An- 
celes indictment charges‘ the rancher 
with the murder of a Mexican boy in 
this city. It was on this indictment 
that Northcott was suddenly and un 
expectedly arraigned today and his 
trial date set for December 5. 

Mother to Return. 

After trial on the Los Angeles in- 
dictment, it is planned to take the 
youth to Riverside for trial there. 
Meanwhile his mother, Mrs. Sara 
Louisa Northcott, also under indict- 
ment on murder charges, was expect 


ed to give up her fight against ex- 
tradition and return here for trial. 
She is in Calgary, Alta. 

Northeott underwent a long cross 
examination en route from Canada. 
()ffieers declared they tried to “sweat 
the truth” out of him and asserted 
that they succeeded. The method em- 
ployed was similar to.that used bj 
Los Angeles officers who brought Wil. 
liam Hdward Hickman back after his 
capture in Oregon. Hickman ~ was 
hanged recently for killing a 12-year 
old Juos Angeles girl. A similar meth- 
od was used on Clara Phillips, ham- 
mer murderess when she was brought 
back from. Honduras. She broke down 
and confessed the murder of Alberta 
Meadows. She same line of attack 
was used on Mrs. Louise L. Peete 
to obtain her confession in a _ lonels 
mountain cabin, of the murder of 
Jacob Benton. Clara Phillips and Mrs. 
Peete are now in San Quentin prison. 

Disclosures in the Northcott case 
came from Sanford Clark. 15-year-old 
nephew of Northcott, who told police 
he witnessed murder® and abuses on 
the chicken ranch, and under duress, 
participated in one. 7 

Bones Not Evidence. 


Clark is expected to testify at th 
trial, as is Jessie Clark. his sister, 
who spent some time on the farm. 

“You can’t plant a couple a bones 
and accuse a man of murder,” North- 
cott said in his talk to newspaper men 
upon his arrival here. It was the 
first time reporters had been permit- 
ted to talk to the prisoner and North. 
ecott described the conversation As his 
“last interview with the press.’ 

Northcott appeared entirely at. his 
ease and talked without hesitancy. 

“T am satisfied the case will never 
come to trial.” he said. “I certainly 
do not intend to plead guilty to any- 
thing. and I believe a few statements 
I make will clear it all up in. time.” 

“Then you did not kill the Mexi- 
ean hoy and haul his body to Tmente?” 
he was asked. 

“No. Nhe replied.

Working under the Atlanta office 
will be a local reporting station at 
McRae, according to A. H. Scott, ps 
sistant meteorologist for Atlanta. 
Waycross will send its local reports 
to Jacksonville and other points on 
the Florida part of the route will re- 
port to Miami. 

This service is similar to that al- 
ready furnished by the weather bureau 
for the air mail route from Atlanta 
to New York, while weather reports 
on the Atlanta-Chicago route will be 
furnished from established bureaus, 
such as Chattanooga and Nashville.

Will Make First Speech 
in South America To- 
day; Results So Far 
Pronounced Good. 


EQUATOR CROSSING 
BRINGS MERRIMENT 


Time-Honored Custom of 
Initiation Into Order of 
NeptunelInterests 
Family of Hoover. 


Vv. S. S. Maryland. -En Route to 
tuayaquil, Ecuador, November 30.— 
(P)—With the equator behind it, the 
Hoover good-will ship tonight | was 
approaching Guayaquil, Ecuador, its 
next port of call. 

The president*elect and Mrs. Hoo- 
ver today enjoyed watching King Nep- 
tune and his royal assistants carry 
out an initiation of those on the bat- 
tleship crossing the equator for the 
first time. He and his wife more 
than a quarter of a century ago made 
their first trip across the equator and 
since then have been known in the 
parlance of the sea’ as “shellbacks.” 

For the initiation today, the my- 
thical sea king had assembled his 
royal family and the queen, the royal 
princess and the royal baby, occupied 
pla@és of honor as 
ated were put through the ceremony. 
This consisted in taking bitter pills, a 
throat spray, electric shock, and 
splashing of lamp black and crude oil, 
and then a ducking in a tank by the 
“royal bears.” The nowices were final- 
ly forced to run the gauntlet of royal 
police lined up in doubled columns 
down the deck and applying batons 
vigorously. 

‘The king and royal cvurt assembled 
on the forward deck for a grand pa- 
rade to the quarter deck where the 
whole party was introduced to Cap- 
tain Kimberly, commanding officer of 
the Maryland and the Hoovers as 
they paraded back. The procession 
incluied- two coffins, one bearing a 
marine officer, the other a naval offi- 
cer. They proceeded to the forcastle 
deck for the initiation. | 

Allan. Hoover, son of the president- 
elect, was-required to march with his 
neck and wrists in stocks, as wére 
some of the officers. Half a dozen 
hewspaper correspondents who were 
equipped with morning clothes for the 
South American visit were summoned 
as honorary pall bearers, marching in 
full regalia, but they were given an 
opportunity to change into old clothes 
before being sentenced by the royal 
court to receive the “whole works.” 

Ten members of the Hoover party 
were first initiated. The royal court 
then attended to seven hundred and 
fifty of the battleship’s officers and 
sailors who were crossing the line for 
the first time. 

, After Neptune and his court depart- 
ed, Captain Kimberly again resun ed 
command of the ship. Upon arrival off 
Guayaguil early tomorrow morning, 
the Hoover party will transfer to the 
cruiser Cleveland for a sixty-mile voy- 
age across the roadsted and up the 
river to the chief Ecuadorean city, 
where they will be greeted by Presi- 
dent Ayora and remain overnight.

“For these the nation cannot 
escape its just share of responsibi’ «» 
in that its officials advocated over- 
whelming expansion of production 
during the war. In like manner the 
nation must accept its share of re- 
sponsibility in seeking and applying 
sound and adequate relief. 

Entitled to Help. 

“In short. agriculture is entitled 
to practical governmental help in re- 
building its fortunes on a firm and 
permanent foundation.” 

Without offering any hard and fast 
farm relief proposa] the secretary sug- 
xests that farmers could benefit them- 
selves by giving major attention to 
quality production. Discussing agri- 
eultural legislation, he draws atten- 
tion to Jaws already enacted, such as 
the cooperative marketing act of July 
2. 1926. the agricultural credits act 
of 1923. and statutes in 28 states au- 
thorizing formation of cooperative as- | 
sociations. Much has already been

Bulletin Declares Lung 
Congestion Is Clearing; 
Populace, However, Still 
Waits at Palace. 


NO EARLY END 
SEEN TO ATTACK 


Specialist Is Called in for 
Thorough Examination; 
Delayed Bulletin Is 
Cause of Trepidation. 


London, November 30.—(/)—The 
brevity of tonight's bulletin on the 
condition of King George gave little 
comfort to an anxious empire, fol- 
lowing as it did upon a statement: by 
his physicians today that it was not 
impossible for his illness to enter 
an acute stage. 

While Sir Humphrey Rollestone 
added his consultive opinion to the 
earlier bulletin, tonight's bulletin was 
signed only by Sir Stanley Hewett and 
Lord Dawson, of Penn. It said only 
that “the condition of the king shows 
no change this evening.” 

More informative was the statement 
of the afternoon, reading: 

“The inflammation of the lung and 
pleura shows some improvement. The 
temperaturé is slightly lower. The 
time of possible exacerbation of the 
infection, it must be noted, has not 
yet passed and in any case progress 
must be slow.” 

This summarization of his majesty's 
condition after ten days of struggle 


against a heavy cold and pleurisy was 
issued after a longer examination than 
usual and after consulation with an- 
other expert for the first time in the 
case. 

There was evident disappointment 
among the crowds gathered outside 
Buckingham palace when the brief 
message was posted tonight. There 
was comment that no information 
whatever was given as to what sort 
of a day the royal patient had had. 

The fact that the evening bulletin 
was issued promptly at the accus- 
tomed hour was interpreted as a good 
sign, The anxious British public 
is beginning to reolize to ‘the 
j that as the noon bulletin warneil, 
the progress of the case must be slaw, 

Semi-official word that his majesty 
was a little better in all respects this 
morning forestalled any alarm at 
the unexpected consultation of Sir 
Humphrey. The regular physicians 
of the king had been with his majesty - 
about an hour before Sir Humphrey 
reached the palace.

If the undergraduate dental schools 
provide virtually the same course of 
instruction as the undergraduate med- 
ical student must take, what excuse 
can there be fore maintaining sepa- 
rate undergraduate dental schools? 
Are these superfluous institutions run 
merely to appease the vanity and pro- 
vide prestige and diversion for the 
teachers they employ? 

In this letter from the county den- 
tal society's oral hygiene committee 
there is another good, but debatable 
argument, namely, that surely. the 
man who doctors periodontoclasis is 
a healer. and certainly the man who 
treats Vincent’s angina is a healer.

recommended that its own revelations 
of city-wide beer, vice and gambling 
syndicates operating under police pro- 
tection be investigated and by new 
special juries, which it is believed 
should be empaneled every month.

The indictments today named Dan 
Jackson, negro member of the IIli- 
nois commerce commission, for the 
second time on charges of conspiracy 
linked with vote frauds in the second 
ward. Oscar De Priest, his negro 
colleague on the commission and con- 
vressman-elect from the first ward, is 
also under indictment and one of 
the 15 Eller henchmen convicted of a 
eonspiracy with State Senator James 
B. Leonardo.

A. A. LEAGUES 
THREATENING 
TO WITHDRAW

New York, November 30.— (United 
News.)—Three powerful class ge * us 
jeagues—the International, Pacific 
Coast and American association—are 
threatening to withdraw from the Na- 
tional association if certain proposed 
draft legislation be voted at the an- 


nual meeting of minor league baseball | 


clubs at Toronto next week. 


The possibility of a break in the | 


ranks of the National association, 
which is the governing body of all 
minor leagues in organized baseball, 
is discussed here for the first time 
publicly. The information comes. to 
the United News from -an authori- 
tative source. : 
Draft Legislation, 

Draft legislation, always a bone of 
contention between the class “AA” 
leagues and the 27 other smaller eir- 
cuits which make up the National 
association, is certain to be pushed to 
the fore at the Téronto meeting. A 
resolution around which the fight may 
revolve is one which will be intro- 
duced by President W. G. Branham, 
of the Piedmont, class ‘C” league, and 
the Eastern Carolina, class “D” 
league. 

President Branham proposes that 
any player who first signs a contract 
with a club in a draft league (the class 
“AA” leagues are not subject to the 
shall thereafter be subject to 
the draft regardless 
subsequently goes to a club in a non- 
draft league. 

Hurt “AA” Teams. 

The class “AA” club owners point 
out that since they inevitably get 
most of their players from the smaller 
draft leagu, 3, the resolution would in 
time bring about a state of affairs 
where practically all the class “AA” 
players would be eligible for selection 
by the draft. 

By submitting 
the class “AA”’ 
yielding from the stand against the 
draft which they have maintained 
adamantly and successfully, despite 
opposition from above and below. The 
major leagues have attempted to force 
acceptance of “the right to selection” 
by the class “AA” clubs. and the 
little leagues always vote cheerfully 
for the draft. : 

There has been much said on both 
sides of the draft question. Now, when. 
the class “AA” group, or three of its 
members, are threatening sedition from 
the National association, their attitude 
is as follows: 

Cut Down Prices. 

The proposed legislation (they say) 
would cut down prices such as can 
be expected for genuine stars at the 
present time, for if such players were 
not sold for whatever the major 
leagues offered, they would certainly 
be drafted at the draft price. The 
class “AA” leagues could not, as they 
do now, retain such star players until 
their prices were met. | 
_ The class “AA” league representa- 
tives point out that their total invest- 
ment in ball parks, franchises and 
contracts exceeds by far that of all 
the other leagues of the National as- 
sociation combined. They do not want 
the smaller circuits enforcing legisla- 
tion detrimental to such investment. 

Above everything (say the class 
“AA” men) they do not want the lit- 
tle mor leagues, which occasionally 
mushroom up and collapse again with- 
im a season or so. fo pass legislation. 
affecting single ball elubs which alone 
have investments of more than $1.- 
00.000 each.

Chicago, November 30.—(®)—All- 
around lower prices here for grain to- 
day came about largely through sharp 
downturns in Liverpool wheat quota- 
tions tending further to curtail United 
States exports. 

Liverpool dispatches meanwhile 
were putting strexs on much cheaper 
offerings of wheat from Argentina. 
Besides, speculative holders of Chi- 
cago contracts calling for December 
delivery of grain were in numervus 
cases. apparentiy unwilling to accept 
changes of literal fulfillment, and 
were letting go of ownership or were 
shifting to contracts ¢@hat specified 
delivery in May. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettl 1-2e to 5-8¢ to 7-8c net 
lower. Corn finished 1-2c to 7-&8c to Ic 
down, with oats unchanged to 1-8c off, 
and provisions varying from lic set- 
back to a rise of 5c. 

For the most part both foreign and 
domestic news conceruing wheat was 
adverse today to friends of higher 
prices. This’ was espevially the case 
concerning dispatches from Argentina. 
where additional] rain was reported in 
districts to the south that have been 
eurfering from dry weather and ex- 
cessive , Hoag Wheat shipments from 
Argentina to Europe showed a ma- 
terial increase; Australian wheat ship- 
ments were also enlarged, and India 
sent word of good rains ample to 
make wheat seeding for the season 
a success. 

Adding to the downward trend of 
the wheat market here as the fact 
that highly beneficial crop results 
were expected to ensne from wide- 
spread heavy snow in domestic winter 
wheat territory. Slackness of export 
trade in wheat from North America 
counted also a bearish factor. only 
250.000 bushels being announced today 
as having heen taken for shipment to 
Europe, with total exports for tle 

week 1,000,000 bushels Jess. than for 
the corfesponding week last rear. 

Predictions of clear skies ahead did 
a good deal to hasten downturns iu 
corn values. Immediate weather con- 
ditions affecting the mouvement of the 
corn crop, though, were unfavorable, 
and cbuntry offerings of corn to ar- 
rive were small, Oats were unsettled. 
’ bd@t the market sympathized with corn 
weakness, especially after March oats 
today head scored a new high-price 
record for the season. 

Provisions averaged lower on ac- 
count of scattered seil®g of nearby 
future deliveries.
